CUP inquiry starts today

The Canadian University Press investigation into the Daily 
controversy begins today. Chairman Tim Foley of Halifax arrived 
in Montreal last night and immediately tackled the task of selling 
up a format for the hearings, which are expected to continue for 
at least twc days. 



Mr. Foley said he would an> 
nounce the time and place of 
the hearings when he had con* 
suited the other members of the 
Commission, Brian McKenna and 
Nick Auf der Maur. But after 
preliminary discussions<' the 
Chairman was able to divulge 
some tentative guidelines. 

"We hope to place the whole 
thing in perspective", Mr. Foley 
told the Daily. "This is not a 
matter of a single issue. We arc 
going to have a look at the news- 
paper from its first Issue this 
year." 

The Commission has tentati- 
vely scheduled a series of closed 
session. Statements will be is- 



sued only at the end of each ses- 
sion. 

Chairman Foley also said the . 
Commission will open its inqui- 
ry by questioning those directly 
involved. It will continue by Ins- 
pecting the documentation sur- 
rounding Mr. Gage's firing until 
a decision can be reached. 

Ambiguity will form no part 
of the Commission's report "We 
want to make a clear recommen- 
dation", Mr. Foley said. 

No precise prediction could 
be made as to when the bearings 
will conclude, but it is under- 
stood that the three members 
wish to complete their task, as 
soon as possible.

Two people died and five were' injured early Sunday morning in a general alarm blaze 
on Sherbrooke Street. At least six McGllt students are known to hove been residents in the 
building. One student was injured. 



The blaze broke out in the 

Carleton Apartments, at 410 
Sherbrooke St. West, next door 
to the Holiday Inn. It was the 
second time this year that fire 
has struck buildings in the Mc- 
Gill area where students were 
living. The first occurred Sep- 
tember 27, when the Brome A- 
partmcnts at 3562 Aylmcr St. 
were destroyed by fire, leaving 
one woman dead and some stu- 
dents temporarily homeless. 

Killed in the blaze were Fran- 
cis Maguire, the 50 year old Ja- 
nitor of the building, and 22 
year old Helga Steinhaucr. Of 
those sent to various hospitals, 
as far as can be ascertained, all 
have been released after treat- 
ment. 

One of the injured was Pierre 
Salgado, B. Eng. 2, who was 
treated at Royal Victoria Hospi- 
tal for a back injury, resulting 
from his 20 foot Jump to safety. 

The fire was not brought un- 
der control until about three 
a.m. Sunday, and it was not 
until nearly 4:00 Sunday after- 
noon that residents were allowed 
to enter the building to collect 
their belongings. 

Even at this time, there was 
still a number of firemen in tW 
building, and a tight check was 
made on all entering the build- 
ding to prevent looting. A crowd 
of some fifty people was gather- 
ed even then as the former resi- 
dents came out of the building 



with smoke and water-damaged 
goods: tennis rackets, paintings, 
clothes and suitcases. 

In addition to Salgoda, who is 
from Haiti, other McGiU students 
living in the building were Bill 
Harrldial, BSc 2, Tony Lou, BSc 
1, and George Trott, BEng 1.

Trott of Bermuda was slightly 
more fortunate, having a change 
of clothes. HejMid he was tele- 
phoned, appâreiiUyfby the owner 
of the -building, and was told 
that there was a fire. He could 
not pinpoint where the fire may 
have started, but said the main 
.stairway was full of smoke. 

In a radio interview, one ré- 
sident had complained that the 
fire escape was locked up, but 
Trott said he knows of one 
woman whô escaped by it, and 
that it seems unlikely that it 
could have contributed to the 
deaths or injuries. 

Regarding the cause of the 
fire, some of the residents sug- 
gested that it may have started 
in the stairwell, and bad t>een 
fanned by people opening their 
doors to escape. One former re- 
sident denied strongly any_ sug- 
gestion that the fire may have 
been started as a result of a 
party held Saturday night.' 

Of the more than two hundred 
firemen that fought the blaze, 
two were injured, but their in- 
juries were not serious and they 
have been released. from hospi- 
tal. Residents generally were full 
of. praise, for the firemen who 
entered the building to rescue 
the occupants. 

There was no official word as 
to the cause of the blaze. The 
Arson Squad is Investigating, and 
the results of thej^^quiry are 
e;cpected soon.

already been promised by the 
administration of the university 
and withdrawal constitutes a last 
resort to finance it. 

This resolution represents the 
fruition of plans initiated in 1951 ■ 
to secure a 'Graduate Students'' 
Centre for the use and adminis- 
tration of their society. This Is 
the fbrst year that realization of 
these plans has been so near.

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Lysergic acid — a review

A happening happened at the Union last Saturday 
night. Surrealistic cartoons, marauding , mosquitoes, , sar- 
dontc molecular diagrams, and smearing slides contributed 
to an effect least invectively described as weird. 

The happening was the Light Show Dance, sponsored 
by the Arts and Sciences Undergraduate Society and the 
McGill Film Society. It was intended to allow the viewer 
to simulate the experiences of the drug LSD, a drug that 
causes extraordinarily surrealistic distortion and magnifia 
cation of the senses. 

Twenty-five projectors filled the room with strange 
light patterns, supposedly transforming the crowded cham. 
ber into a swirling vortex. Further contributing to the 
intended effect was the "total sound" music provided for 
the occasion by the S!detracl<. 

Unfortunately the dance never reached the pitch of 
true psychedelia, lacking the intimacy required for such 
an experience, the music and projections never transformed 
themselves into the jazzman's conception of "soul". Though 
often clever and sometimes diverting, the patterns often 
seemed merely unstable wall decorations. The band's 
music was neither rhythmically crude enough to dance to 
nor musically alive to listen to. A competlingly inept drum- 
mer was perhaps much the cause of this. 

Some danced; many did not, and neither dances nor 
listeners could have found the promised ecstasy in the hot 
and crowded room. Many were amused, but one who 
went expecting some totally new experience was bound 
to be disappointed. We .were., .

Mr. Vineberg then expanded his 
arguments to indicate that, in 
accordance with this doctrine, the 
Judicial Committee cannot con- 
sider or act on the decisions of 
tlie Students' Council insofar as 
its actions in "management and 
control" of the DAILY are con- 
cerned. He stated : "Not only are 
there no specific prohibitions on 
the actions of Council, but 
further there are no implied 
prohibitions within the frame- 
work of the Constitution. The 
absence of such implied prohibit- 
ions thus permits Council to act 
of its own accord." 

The question remained unre- 
solved at the meeting's adjourn* 
ment However, in a statement to 
the Datitf, Chairman Berger said 
he expecta a decision on M. Vine- 
berg's petition this week. 

The Committee will then move 
to consider a petition by Mr. 
Marvin Schecter concerning the 
meaning of the words 'manage- 
ment and control' of the Daily 
by <]ouncil.

'The Terror does not really seem extra, 
ordinary until it is seen to touch ordinary men 
and common things... Court intrigue, wars, pri. 
vole adventures furnish excitement and change, 
and Ihe politest society has a place for surprise . . .

petty details of their lives, with their habiti^ vices, 
furniture, food, and drink... 

"Nowhere is the revolutionary passion for 
making this world into the other world more 
apparent than in the minutiae of social history. 
Fashion, long powerful and capricious, and the 
relatively new art of large-scale propaganda 
were both pressed into service. How much of the 



result Is reasonably spontaneous, how much 
attributable to the shocking, because disguised, 
compulsion of propaganda, cannot bo . decided.. 
It is pretty clear, however, that the' elwnent of' 
spontaneity, fairly unmistakable in 1789. dimin.

Viet tragedy 

Dear Sir : 

One of the many tragedies 
about Viet Nam is the way in 
which armed conflict has almost 
completely captured the imagin- 
ation and energies of the entire 
world. The outcome seemingly 
will be a triumph of despair over 
the hope and opportunities which 
should be the human lot. 

This is all the more reason to

Juikial Committee meets 



Cannot act on Council 
decisions" — Vineberg

The second meeting of the Judicial Committee sot under 
the chairmanship of Ronald Berger last Friday afternoon in the 
Union, with all members present. 



Discussion immediately center- 
ed on the Judicial Committee Re* 
port (yrritten by Mr. Berger for 
the Students' Council and passed 
as a motion) which established 
the Judicial Committee, and spe- 
cifically with Section 3 of that 
Report, dealing with possible 
violations of the Students' So* 
ciety Constitution by the Stud- 
ents* Council. 

Robert Vineberg (who is also 
Law Representative on the Stud- 
ents' Council) argued that the 
Judicial Committee cannot act on 
any decisions of the Students' 
Council inasmuch as there was 
no explicit mention of any limit- 
ations so imposed on the council 
by the constitution. 

With fellow-counsel David 
Kaufman, Mr. Vineberg submit- 
ted the following petition : "To 
what extent may the Judicial 
Committee overrule — p r 0 c e- 
durally validly-taken decisions of 
the Students' Council?" 

'. Mr. Vineberg contended that, 
given the context of article 8, 
paragraph 6 in the Constitution, 
the Judicial Committee could 
only be concerned with questions 
of student discipline and not with 
review of the actions of 
Students' Council. 

Further, he indicated that, inas- 
much as the Council had never 
actually Judged an appeal to 
Council's rulings on its own le- 
gislation, there existed no preced- 
ent for the Judicial Committee 
to act on. 

Mr. Vineberg indicated thai 
there were two important ways 
by which legislative acta were 
reviewed in present constitutional 
processes; 1) that the legislature 
which enacted the law would in- 

. terpret the law, and 2) that the 
courts could interpret the law 
where there was specific pro- 
vision for such Judgement in the 
constitution.

A largo majority of close fo 1000 students voted onco agaîn yesterday to rein- 
state Sandy Gage as editor of the McGill Dally.

This was the second time in 
tlic wccic that an open meeting 
had called for Gage's reinstate- 
ment — the first one having been 
rejected by the Students' Coun- 
cil. 

Tlie meeting,, fairly orderly 
tliroiiglioul, passed a resolution 
moved by Jock DoncganI, calling 
for Gage's reinstatement, pend- 
ing the report from tlic CUP 
commission. Gage was to be 
reinstated In time to put out 
today's Dally. 

Tills was not to be. The next 
Council meeting Is to be lieUi 
, Thursday night, and could not 
constitutionally be called for last 
night because the requirement 
that a 48-hour notice be given 
before all meetings. Students' 
Society President Jim McCoubrcy, 
said that neither he nor the 
Executive Committee could act. 

"As it was Council that fired 
Mr. Gage, and as it was Council 
that refused to reinstate him last 
week, and os it was Council that 
called for a CUP Investigation, 
and OS many members of Coun- 
cil feel strongly about the Issue, 
it must be Council that decides 
the issue," he said. 

Since the CUP commission Is 



Reaction to meeiing mixed 

"Well, that's is for the second time; I hope to hell they listen this time." So said one 
student as he left the Ballroom yesterday after yet another motion calling for Sandy Gage's 
reinstatement as Editor-in-Chief of the McGill Daily had been passed. ^ . 

Most voters expressed satisfaction with the fairly orderly format of yesterday's 
meeting and were pleased that the vote had been taken before the 2 p.m. cut-off time. 



Tlic resolution iind called for 
Gage's Immediate reinstatement. 
Titc motion In fact had demanded 
that he take over In time for to- 
day's paper. 

But OS President Jim Mc- 
Coubrcy pointed out. Council was 
not scheduled to sit until Thurs- 
day and In view of this, no dcci> 
sion could be reached last night. 
McCoubrey felt that it was Coun- 
cil's baby and that the Executive 
Committee was not empowered 
to react to the Open Meeting de- 
cision. 

One outspoken student upon 
hearing tills cried: ■"If he was 
able to stop printing last Thurs- 
day and put out his own paper 
last Friday, wliy can't he give 
Gage his job back now?" 

Others were upset at the deci- 
sion of the Open Meeting. Tliey 
resented the endless scries of 
Open Meetings and felt that It 
' represented only political faction 
against political faction in one 
power play after another. 

"We've got a Dally now — wljy 
do we have to keep going through 
tids?" was one comment. Some 
felt that the whole issue was 
chUdlsh. They saw . the "Outs" 



fighting tluf "Ins" and doing so 

Inanely. 

Some termed the meeting reso- 
lution "ridiculous." If the CUP 
commission was to report on 
Thursday and the Council would 
not act till Thursday night, wliat 
was the sense of passing tlie reso- 
lution when tlic tenure given 
Gage only lasted until the CUP 
report? 

Others disagreed. "It was the 
principle involved." The Open 
Meeting decision of last week 
had been rejected and this was 
simply n way of sliowing Council 
liiat the students were not going 
to accept "arbitrary and authori- 
tarian measures by their elected 
representatives." 

Meanwhile in the Gaza Strip 
and the fourtli-fioor card-play- 
ing emporium reaction was mix- 
ed. "Open Meeting Oh, was 
there one'today?" was one com- 
ment from a girl laden down 
with books to "Don't bother me 
— I'm losing money" from one 
hearts player who had only two 
backers to his queen of ' spades. 
Some simply didn't know or care 
about the bsue and some were 
bored to tears by it. 

The question that echoed as 
people left the meeting was "If 



they don't accept this one, what 
do we do next — keep turning 
out or butn down the Union?" 
Tiiey just wcre'nt sure that they 
tiad succeeded in reinstating 
Gage. 

Foley collapses,

CUP Commission Chairman, 
Tom Foley, collapsed ycsterdMM 
at tlie first mecthig of the|i^we^ 
man commission, but should 'be' 
sufficiently recovered to continue .

Maur, a commission member,

scheduled to report by Thursday, 
the open meeting may turn out 
to be tlic second abortive effort 
by students to reinstate Gage 
In the Interim. 

Doncgani, speaking for his 
motion, said lliat tiie "sacred 
rights ot the individual" had 
been violated. "Whctiier or not- 
we agree with his politics or his 
newspaper — he must' defend 
his rights". 

He then Invoked a tlieme that 
all speakers for the motion back- 
ed and used: "Gage must be 
considered innocent before proven 
guilty, not the other way around." 

He continued: "At tlie kangaroo 
court of the SC last week. Gage 
was not considered innocent be- 
fore proven guilty. No one seem- 
ed to realize that the onus was 
on council to prove Gage wrong, 
not for Gage to prove himself 
right." 

Lionel Clietwynd then stood up 
and opposed Doneganl. Ills main 
point was that by passing any 
sort of motion at the open meet- 
ing, students were trying to 
coerce the CUP committee. "The 
CUP Committee must be capable 
or working without coercion. Let 
the CUP commission work. Are 
you afraid of what they will do?" 

He then moved an amendment 
to table the motion presented by 
Doncgani until after the CUP 
commissnon report. 

BIlI 'Lenihan disagreed. "Wliy 
didn't Council wait? An open 
meeting last week told them to 
wait until after the CUP. Com- 
mission but they didn't. They 
apppinted an interim editor. 
Council Is responsible to students 
— wliy • don't they listen to 
students? 

"Council never stands for re- 
election; tiiey have all the power 
in the world and can do what- 
ever they want to do. There were 
more than ' 1,000 persons at tlie 
last meeting and a two-to-one 
majority in ■ favor of reinstate- 
ment, ' and' still Council didn't 
rchistatc Gage, 

' "We must vote for reinstate- 
ment again. All the motion says 
is tliat we will await the CUP 
^report. This is not coercion." 
He then proposed a sub-amend- 
ment, which wa; eventually pass- 
ed, deleting the' amendment and 
returning to the original mation. 

George Radwanski then called 
for serious, and unemotional de- 
bate. He questioned the right of 
pn open meeting, "packed with 
both extremes of opinion," to 
to rule for tlie entire, student 
body.- . ' . 

Only a referendum is a valid 
way of making decisions. 
- Rick Brecher .attacked Chct- 
wynd's argument of coercion, "It 
is not as thcugb. we are starting 
from a neutral position right 
now. Council, by firing Gage, 
has already put coercion on the 



Bob Vineberg questioned the 
innocent-till-provcn-gullty tack. 
"Did Mr. Gage treat the original 
question of November 11 — an 
article entitled "Researcher aids 
Vict War" in the light was 
Dr. Yong innocent until proven 
guilty?" 

At this point members ot the 
audience shouted out "What 
crime did he commit?" The 
proper way to handle tlie affair, 
Vineberg said, was to let the 
CUP commission report and tiicn ^ 
have a referendum. 

Davidjj^Tarloj^wâs.:«the last to 
speak bcfore^the' motion was put. 
He wanted ' to know what' Dr. 
Yong had been accused of and 
said tliat he was happy to hear 
that Vineberg thought working 
for the American war effort in . 
Viet Nam was a crime: 

He said that Council had 
wielded power and upset tlie 
status quo. He called for the 
reinstatement of Gage and then 
moved to put the question. 

Tlic motion to put was carried 
overwhelmingly and Chairman 
McCoubrcy explained that voting 
for the sub-amendment ' meant 
voting against the amendment. 
The amendment was also car- 
ried. 

The motion was then voted on 
and carried amid enthusiastic 

cheers and applause.

A body which only a year ago 
seemed to be developing into 
a viable student union has now 
lost whatever influence it ever 
had and is showing signs of 
internal breakdown. To be a 
member of the Students' So- 
ciety is to be a member of an 
organization that is dying, at 
least in its present form. 

The decision of the Post- 
Sraduate Students' Society to 
withdraw from the*^^ Stûyénts' 
Society at this time should be 
seen in his light. It is difficult 
not to sympathize with the 
speakers at last Thursday 
niqht's meéting who;condemn- 
ecl the "low infellectijal level" 
of the activities they were of- 
fered. And if the PGSS with- 
drawal forces the remaining 
inembers of the Students' So- 
ciety into a realization of just 
how far the quality of student 
r.."oirs at McGill has fallen, it 



could even serve a useful pur- 
pose. 

However, the principle of 
separation of graduate and un- 
dergraduate students is not a 
good one. The PGSS contains 
most of the foreign students 
on campus, most of the stu- 
dents with a wider background 
than the Protestant ..School 
Board, most of the 'students 
best qualified to be genuine 
leaders. 

And the PGSS contains all 
the pure students at this uni- 
versity outside of the faculty 
of-Arts and Science. A PGSS 
withdrawal will leave Arts and 
Science alone with the profes- 
sional faculties, and any hope 
that the Student's Society will 
present any sort of challenge 
to the status quo will be lost. 
The interests of graduate and 
undergraduate students is only 
superficially different. Funda- 
mentally, the interests of all 
students, and particularly 
those not committed to a pro- 
fessional career, are the same.

Nov. 24. Since thére'ÎTiiS^o 
Daily on .'iNov.r.iO and 21, It 
was not constitutionally posible 
for him to: call; the; meeting for 
the spccifled.date; On'the other 
Hiù^^e^iàve'seén four Dailies 
dncefthenu^and 'honcf of them 
have contained ' notice of this 
meeting. 

Upon qucstionhig Jim Mc- 



Coubrey about this, he admitted 
that the petition had been consti- 
tutionally in order but he refused 
to call the meeting, saying that 
Uic proposed amendment could 
be dealt with at a general meet- 
ing to be held on the very last 
day of term. 

Whether or riot this could be 
dealt with at a general meeting 
is immaterial: 316 students peti- 
tioned for a meeting and Jim 
McCoubrey refused! 

At the present time, Council 
is responsible only tor itself. The 
only power held by the Students' 
Society is the ability (through a 
long, drawn-out process design- 
ed to protect the statis quo) to 
ammcnd the constitution. But of 
what value Is tliis If the presi- 
dent of the Students' Society re- 
fuses to abide by the constitu- 
tion and there is no provision 
for impeachment (which he 
woiild probably ignoré anyway?)

WU meeting brings out 35 



Only 35 of the -lOOO mcmbcis 
of the Women's Union — five 
fewer than a quorum — turned 
out yesterday to meet the candi- 
dates and hear about the Muriel 
Roscoc scliolarship. 

WU president Linda Finnic 
attributed the poor turnout at 
the open meeting to "general 
apathy and lack of publicity." 

The five candidates rose in 
order to be seen by the audien- 
ce; apparently this was all that 
was intended. One first-year 
student however, wanted to 
question the .candidates about 
their reasons for running. A 
member of the executive said 
that there was "no point in ask- 
ing iquesti/ms'^ as. t'pcnskctchcs 



had appeared in the Daily. Tlie 
student persisted, however, and 
the candidates were duly ques- 
tioned. 

The principal motivation of 
the candidates was a desire "to 
serve the university communi- 
ty." One candidate said "we 
were asked in our fi-aternity if 
there was anyone willing to 
run." 

Two first-year students alter- 
ed the tone of the meeting by 
asking Miss Finnic to explain 
lier role on the Students' Coun- 
cil. This spirit of inquiry was 
not appreciated by other mem- 
bers of the audience. 

Miss Finnic said that she felt 
complaints obout her stands or 
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lack of them on various issues 
were unreasonable "as not a sin- 
gle one of my constituents took 
the trouble to let mc know her 
views." When asked her opinion 
about Council's stand on the* 
Daily issue, ISllss Finnic said 
that she supported their stand 
but added "it was a hasty action, 
I admit that."

The present situation of the 
McGill Students' Society is cri- 
lic.il. Many so-calicd 'unbiased' 
obcrvers of the scene have come 
to the conclusion that the stu- 
dents of McGill arc no longer 
c.npablc of governing their own 
nrtairs. This conclusion underlines 
Die basic tenet of the student's 
society, namely student affairs 
ought to be governed by the 
students themselves. Neverthe- 
less, if events 'continue as they 
have in the recent past, these 
'authorities' will gain a general 
following and the autonomy of 
the students' society will became 
nothing more than a faint 
memory. 

Dim awareness of this crisis 
has motivated the president of 
the Students' Socley to call for 
colm on the port of all those 
concerned with the welfare of 
student government. 

To those most intimately con- 
cerned, with the recent series of 
crises on campus, however, calm 
Is not the paramount consider- 
ation. The cry for justice, fair- 
ness and responsible government 
overrides the apceal for calm. 

It is proper that this is so. If 
a person Is being unfairly treat- 
ed, it is the height of immorality 
to plead with ■ him to remain 
calm. 

The question to be asked is 
whether the structure of the 
Students' Society is such that it 
is conducive to the creation of ill 
will. That is, docs tlie present 
constitution have within itself 
the need of the Students* Soci- 
ety's destruction? 

Until the late lOSOs student 
affairs ..were concerned with 
such things as holdhig dances, 
participating in chess tourna-, 
mcnts and so on. That is, the 
student was an apolitical animal. 
It was considered that the role of 
the student was simply to ab- 
sorb what was directed at him. 
It was not for the student.to 
Influence the nature and'content 
of these 'donations', whether 
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tliey came from government, tlie 
faculty, tlic administration or 
their own "Students' Council. 

This era came to an end when 
the students at McGill .<:upported 
tlic protest against Premier 
Duplessis's refusal to accept fed- 
eral grants for education. It is 
Important to recognize the farrc- 
vcrsiblc change in the picture 
of itself that a portion of the 
student body adopted by taking 
that action. Tliey said in effect 
that the student has both a right 
and a duty to ciuestion and in- 
fluence tlie status c|uo. 

Willie a portion of the student 
body adopted this new picture 
of its role, anotiicr large portion 
of tlie student community did not 
realize that a revolution had in 
fact taken place under their 
noses. They continued to see the 
student as only a receptacle. 
They continued to see themselves 
in the old light as apolitical, but 
by remaining so, they were sup- 
porting tlic status quo without 
realizing it. Wliereas in the old 
light they were considered. mid- 
dle-of-the-road, they must il»! 
seen as right-wing in the new 
way of thinking. 

The struggles on campus over 
the past few years can 'all be 
seen as confrontations between 
the activist and the conservative 
view of the .student's role. 
Recognition of these two ways of 
thinking is crucial to understand- 
ing what steps miist be taken to 
cool tempers on campus. This 
reality must be recognized ; hi 
the structure of the studentigoj^ 
emment. Furthermore,- irisTuse»! 
less for any student to deny that 
consciously or unconsciously be 
holds one of these two' views, 
a nebulous combination , of both. ' 
All students Jiave^rsoihe .aware^'r 
nes of tlièinsèlyès, V,and : this ' 
a\yarenes8 , is;- expressed by one 
'or another of these: views. 

Wc must act: is the students' 
Council elected In such a way 
that one of these views can gain 
an unfair advantage over the 
other? If this is the case, then 
it follows that the side put at a 
disadvantage has every right 
and duty to protest vehemently. 
Moreover it must be clear thot 
calm will never prevail .until 
Justice is done. 

Is the method of electing the 
Students' Council fair? 

At present, Arts and • Science 
elects three representatives,* 
Graduate Studies elects two. En- 
gbiecring elects two, and Medl: ■ h^J^^^^^Ï

The total number of students 
represented on Council is 10,944. 
Each representative, on the aver- 



age, sliould represent 644 stu- 
dents. As (lie system is at pre- 
sent set up, in the most extreme 
case, Council can vote 9-8 for a 
certain measure (excluding for 
the time being the executive) 
which, if mirrored by campus 
opinion, would mean tiie victory 
of 1926 students over the minor- 
ity of 9018 students. 

However, It Is unnecessary to 
imngine an extreme case to see 
llmt an injustice may bo done. 
Following Is an example, from 
the Council meeting of November 
16. 

During this meeting, the fol- 
lowing motion was put: that "the 
Students' Council of McGlU Uni- 
versity demand the Immediate 
resignation of the McGill Daily 
Managing Board" and the voting 
was as follows: 

In favour: T. Alcplan, R. Estey, 
P. Gooch, R. Kersey, E. Lang- 
don, C. Portner, M. Segal, R. 
Vineborg. 
Against: M. Goldberg, J. Jnwor- 
ska, C. Kasner, M. Lewortliy, 
S. Shecter, P. Smith. 
That is, the motion was carried 
by Council 8-G. Now, If we total 
up tlie number of students which 
each side represents wc find that 



the motion is actually defeated 
6170-4774. 

Can tiicrc be any doubt that a 
minority decision was reached 
by Council? Isn't it useless to 
ask for calm and acceptance of 
Council's decision?

It Is not my purpose here to 
condemn Council for water under 
the bridge. It Is however crucial 
that Council lake immediate ac- 
tion to amend the constitution so 
that election can be on the basis 
of population and not on the arti- 
ficial division of focultles. What 
student government needs Is mi 
"delegates" from each faculty 
but representatives on the basis 
of "rep by pop". The real divi- 
sion on campus is not by faculty 
but rather between conservatives 
In all faculties and the activists 
in oil faculties. 

In summary, then, a series of 
crises has developed in the last 
few years because of the failure 
of students to understand the 
fundamental political reality on 
campus. The crises will not slop 
until student government recog- 
nizes tills fundamental conflict 
and institutionalizes it. An im- 
mediate step must be taken to 
amend the constitution In order 
that it recognize the principle of 
"rep by pop,"
